PATRICK FARRELLY. 


Tue death of Mr. Patrick Farrelly removes 
from the trade one of its most interesting 
personalities and a power of the first magni- 
tude. Deprecating exploitation of self in 
whatever form, Mr. Farrelly to the business 
world was known principally as the American 
News Company, and, perhaps, not erroneous- 
ly so; for though his associates, each in his 
own way, were determining forces in direct- 
ing and developing the immense machinery 
of this news agency, Mr. Farrelly, in his ca- 
pacity as general manager, or executive offi- 
cer, held every detail in his grasp, and di- 
rected and controlled every individual and 
interest connected with and bound up in the 
company. 

That such a man—that any man in such a 
position—engrossed for nearly half a century 
in building up a business of such magnitude 
and varied interests as that of the American 
News Company should be regarded as un- 
favorably by his rivals as he was beloved and 
venerated by his associates and by those who 
learned to know him more intimately, was in- 
evitable. The defeated competitor, the de- 
tected peculator, “grafter” and petty thief, the 
lobbyist, the disappointed publisher and au- 
thor, or the man with “an axe to grind” who 
was denied the opportunity for whetting his 
weapon, all these naturally had a grievance 
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against the “monopoly,” and, above ll, 
against the man whose firm hand was felt 
by all whose aims or interests were opposed 
or inimical to his company, or whose hands 
were raised against it. For the American 
News Company, though it was not Patrick 
Farrelly, nevertheless was a large part of 
himself, was indeed the air he breathed, his 
very life, in fact. To nurture it, to develop 
it, to make and keep it the directing force it 
became and is at present, he never spared 
himself, he surrendered every bodily comfort 
and inclination; in its interest he was always 
alert, never resting in shaping its affairs 
until within half an hour before he breathed 
his last. 

And yet, devoted as he was to his business, 
Mr. Farrelly did not become a martinet, or 
limit his: sphere of usefulness in society. In 
whatever direction he was called upon to as- 
sociate himself with affairs outside of his 
business, Mr. Farrelly could always be de- 
pended upon to assume an active share of the 
work to be done. Keen, shrewd, far-sighted, 
eminently practical, quick to see the weakness 
and strength in every proposition brought be- 
fore him, his counsel was sought and valued 
by all, from his humblest employee to his 
country’s law makers. 

On the personal side no man was more hu- 
man than Mr. Farrelly, as hosts of friends can 
testify, and to whom his sudden and untimely 
death comes as a personal loss. Naturally 
reserved, few could unbend more charmingly 
or entertain more gracefully than he. Op- 
timistic, in the truest sense of the word, he 
was a source of inspiration to every young 
man with an ambition to succeed, and to such 
he gave ungrudgingly and prodigally of his 
vast treasure of experience. To win the 
friendship of Mr. Farrelly was an asset in 
business as highly to be prized as credit at 
the bank, to which many can testify. Of these 
lovable traits few outsiders ever became aware, 
because these things, as his charities, he dis- 
pensed so unobtrusively and so modestly that 
his left hand rarely knew what his right hand 
did. 

The lesson of such a life is obvious. Devo- 
tion to business, helpfulness to his fellow men 
will help to success, even though the progress 
will be slower and increasingly more difficult 
than it was when Mr. Farrelly began his 
business life. His was the day of small 
things, ours the era of stupendous under- 
takings; but the means by which both are 
directed is, unvaryingly, singleness of pur- 
pose and perseverance in moving towards the 
goal. 
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BOOKS AS SECOND-CLASS MATTER— 
THE DECISION OF THE SUPREME 
COURT. 


Houcuton v. PAYNE.—Afirmative. 
Henry O. Houghton, Trustee, et al., 
Appellants, 
Th. 
Henry C. a Postmaster-General. 


n appeal from the Court of Appeals 
of the District of Columbia. 


This was a bill in equity originally filed in 
the Supreme Court of the District of Colum- 
bia, by the firm of Houghton, Mifflin & Co., 
against the Postmaster-General, praying that 
a certain publication, known as the Riverside 
Literature Series, be entered and transmitted 
through the mails as second-class mail matter, 
and for an injunction to restrain the cancella- 
tion of a certain certificate of entry, previous- 
ly issued, allowing such transmission. 

The answer denied that the Riverside Liter- 
ature Series constituted a periodical within 
the meaning and intent of the statute ; that, al- 
though complying with the external charac- 
teristics and conditions of second-class mail 
matter, nevertheless, internally and in sub- 
stance, they have not the characteristics of 
second-class matter, but have the peculiarities 
of books, and are in fact books. 

The case was heard upon the pleadings and 
an exhibit of the series, and a decree ren- 
dered in accordance with the prayer of the 
bill (31 Wash. L. Rep. 178). An appeal was 
taken to the Court of Appeals of the District 
of Columbia, which reversed the decree of the 
Supreme Court and dismissed the bill. (31 
Wash. L. Rep. 390.) 

Mr. Justice Brown delivered the opinion 
of the Court. 

This case depends upon the construction 
of the following sections of the Post Office 
appropriation bill March 3, 1879, (20 Stat. 
355,358): 

“Sec. 7. Mailable matter shall be divided 
into four classes: 

“First. Written matter ; 

“Second. Periodical publications ; 

“Third. Miscellaneous printed matter ; 

“Fourth. Merchandise.” 

Matter of the second class 
scribed : 

“Sec. 10. That mailable matter of the sec- 
ond class shall embrace all newspapers and all 
other periodical publications which are issued 
at stated intervals, and as frequently as four 
times a year, and are within the conditions 
named in sections twelve and fourteen. 

“Sec. 11. Publications of the second class 
(except as provided in section 25) shall be 
entitled to transmission through the mails at 
two cents a pound or fraction thereof. 

“Sec. 12. That the matter of the second 
class may be examined at the office of mailing, 
and if found to contain matter which is sub- 
ject to a higher rate of postage such matter 
shall be charged with postage at the rate to 
which the enclosed matter is subject; 

“Provided, That nothing herein contained 
shall be construed as to prohibit the insertion 
in periodicals of advertisements attached per- 
manently to the same.” 


‘Sec. 14. That the conditions upon which a 


is thus de- 
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publication shall be admitted to the second 
class are as follows: 

“First. It must regularly be issued at stated 
intervals, as frequently as four times a year, 
and bear a date of issue, and be numbered 
consecutively 

“Second. It must be issued from a known 
office of publication. 

“Third. It must be formed of printed paper 
sheets, without board, cloth, leather or other 
substantial binding, such as distinguish printed 
books for preservation from periodical pub- 
lications, 

“Fourth. It must be originated and pub- 
lished for the dissemination of information of 
a public character, or devoted to literature, 
the sciences, arts or some special industry, 
and having a legitimate list of subscribers; 

“Provided, however, Tnat nothing herein 
contained shall be so construed as to admit to 
the second class rate regular publications, de- 
signed primarily for advertising purposes, or 
for free circulation, or for circulation at nom- 
inal rates.” 

And by the act of March 3, 1885, (23 Stat. 
385,) it was provided that second class mat- 
ter, (saving that excepted in section 25, 
shall, on and after June 1, 1885, be entitled to 
transmission through the mails at one cent a 
pound or fraction thereof. 

Section 17 declared that mail matter of the 
third class shall embrace books, transient 
newspapers and periodicals, circulars, etc., and 
postage shall be paid at the rate of one cent 
for each two ounces or fractional part thereof. 

Are the publications of the Riverside Liter- 
ature Series periodicals, and therefore belong- 
ing to the second class of mail matter, and 
entitled to transmission at the rate of one 
cent a pound; or books, as designated in the 
third class, and subject to postage at the rate 
of one cent for each two ounces? 

The publications are small books, 4% by 7 
inches, in paper covers, and are issued from 
the office of publication either monthly or 
quarterly, and are numbered consecutively. 
Each number contains a single novel or story, 
or a collection of short stories or poems by 
the same author, and most, if not all of them, 
are reprints of standard works by Thackeray, 
Whittier, Lowell, Emerson, Irving, or other 
well-known writers, and from a literary point 
of view are of a high class. Each number 1s 
complete in itself and entirely disconnected 
with every other number. Upon the front 
page of the cover appears, at the top, the 
words “Issued Monthly,” followed by the 
number of the serial and the date of issue. 
Below, the words “Riverside Literature Se- 
ries” are prominently displayed, and in the 
centre of the page appears the name of the 
book. Each number complies with the con- 
ditions of section 14, upon which the publi- 
cation may be admitted to the second class, 
namely, it is regularly issued at stated in- 
tervals, at least quarterly, and bears a date 
of issue and is consecutively numbered. It 
is issued from a known office of publication; 
is formed of printed paper sheets, without 
board, cloth, leather, or other substantial bind- 
ing, and is published for the dissemination © 
information of a public character, or devoted 
to literature, etc. The bill also avers that the

series has a legitimate list of subscribers, but 
does not aver that they were reading sub- 
scribers in the ordinary sense of the term. 
The distinction, however, is not pressed by 
the Government. If the fact be that this series 
becomes a periodical by a compliance with 
the conditions of section 14, under which it is 
entitled to be transmitted as second class mail 
matter, we shall be compelled to say that the 
decree of the court below was wrong. 

But while section 14 lays down certain con- 
ditions requisite to the admission of a publi- 
cation as to mail matter of the second class, it 
does not define a periodical, or declare that 
upon compliance with these conditions the 
publication shall be deemed such. In other 
words, it defines certain requisites of a pe- 
riodical, but does not declare that they shall 
be the only requisites. Under section Io the 
publication must be a “periodical publication,” 
which means, we think, that it shall not only 
have the feature of periodicity, but that it 
shall be a periodical in the ordinary meaning 
of the term. A periodical is defined by Web- 
ster as “a magazine or other publication 
which appears at regular or stated intervals,” 
and by the Century Dictionary as “a period- 
ical issued at regular intervals in successive 
numbers or parts, each of which (properly) 
contains matter on a variety of topics and no 
one of which is contemplated as forming a 
bcok of itself.” By section 10 newspapers 
are included within the class of periodical 
publications, although they are not so re- 
garded in common speech. By far the largest 
class of periodicals are magazines, which are 
defined by Webster as “pamphlets published 
periodically, containing miscellaneous papers 
or compositions.” A few other nondescript 
publications, such as railway guides, appear- 
ing at stated intervals, have been treated as 
periodicals and entitled to the privileges of 
second class mail matter. (Payne v. Railway 
Pub. Co., 20 D. C. App. 581.) Publications 
other than periodicals are treated as miscel- 
— printed matter falling within the third 
class. 

_ While it may be difficult to draw an exact 
line of demarkation between periodicals and 
beoks, within which latter class the Riverside 
Literature Series falls, if not a periodical, it 
is usually, though not always, easy to determine 
within which category it falls, if the character 
of a particular publication be put in issue. 
periodical, as ordinarily understood, is a 
publication appearing at stated intervals, each 
number of which contains a variety of orig- 
inal articles by different authors, devoted 
either to general literature, or some special 
branch of learning or to a special class of sub- 
jects. Ordinarily each number is incomplete 
in itself, and indicates a relation with prior or 
subsequent numbers of the same series. It 
implies a continuity of literary character, a 
connection between the different numbers of 
the series in the nature of the articles appear- 
ing in them, whether they be successive chap- 
ters of the same story or novel, or essays 
upon subjects pertaining to general literature. 
tf, for instance, one number were devoted to 
aw, another to medicine, another to religion, 
another to music, another to painting, etc., 
the publication would not be considered as a 
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periodical, as there is no connection between 
the subjects and no literary continuity. It 
could scarcely be supposed that ordinary read- 
ers would subscribe to a publication devoted 
to such an extensive range of subjects. 

A book is readily distinguishable from a 

periodical, not only because it usually has a 
more substantial binding, (although this is by 
no means essential,) but in the fact that it 
ordinarily contains a story, essay or poem, or 
a collection of such, by the same author, al- 
though even this is by no means universal, as 
books frequently contain articles by different 
authors. Books are not often issued period- 
ically, and, if so, their periodicity is not an 
element of their character. The reason why 
books of the Riverside Literature Series are 
issued periodically is too palpable to require 
comment or explanation. It is sufficient to 
observe that, in our opinion, the fact that a 
publication is issued at stated intervals, under 
a collective name, does not necessarily make it 
a periodical. Were it nor for the fact that 
they are so issued in consecutive numbers, no 
one would imagine for a moment that these 
publications were periodicals and not books. 
While this fact may be entitled to weight in 
determining the character of the publication, 
it is by po means conclusive, when all their 
other characteristics are those of books rather 
than those of magazines. , 
The fact that these publications are not 
beund when issued or intended for preserva- 
tion is immaterial, since in France and most 
of the Continental countries nearly all books, 
even of the most serious and permanent char- 
acter, are usually issued in paper covers, thus 
leaving each purchaser to determine for him- 
self whether they are worth a binding of more 
substantial character and preservation in his 
library. It is true that in this subdivision of 
section 14 it is said that a periodical must be 
without such substantial binding as to dis- 
tinguish printed books for preservation from 
periodical publications, but it is by no means 
to be inferred from this that to constitute a 
book the publication must have a substantial 
binding. 

Great stress is laid by counsel upon the orig- 
inal interpretation of the term “periodical,” as 
applied to these books, which it is said was 
continued without charge under different ad- 
ministrations and by several successive Post- 
masters-General, and from 1870, the date of 
the passage of the act, until 1902, when the 
certificates granted by the former Postmas- 
ters-General were revoked by the defendant 
and a different classification made of the pub- 
lications now in issue, that the attention of 
Congress was repeatedly called to the evils 
and to the large expense incurred by the 
Government by the admission of publications 
of this description in mail matter of the sec- 
ond class; that Congress seriously considered 
these representations, and committees made 
voluminous reports thereon, yet Congress per- 
sistently refused to change by legislation the 
ruling of the Postmasters-General in that re- 

rd. 

We had occasion to consider this subject at 
length in the case of the United States v. 
Alabama R. R. Co., (142 U. S. 615, 621,) in 
which we held that this court would look 
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with disfavor upon a change whereby parties 
who have contracted with the government on 
the faith of a former construction might be 
injured; especially when it is attempted to 
make the change retroactive, and to require 
from a contractor a return of moneys paid to 
him under the former construction. This case 
is not open to the same objections. No con- 
tract with the government is set up whereby 
the latter agreed to carry these publications as 
second class mail matter. Much less is any 
payment demanded of money paid by the gov- 
ernment under the prior construction. The 
action of the government consists in the re- 
vocation of a certificate or license admitting 
these publications as mail matter of the sec- 
ond class. No vested right having been 
created by such certificate, no contract can be 
said to be impaired by its revocation. (Salt 
Co. v. East Saginaw, 13 Wall. 373; Grand 
Lodge v. New Orleans, 166 U. S. 143, 147.) 
It was said in that case, that the construction 
is one which, though inconsistent with the 
literalism of the act, certainly consorted with 
the equities of the case. Whereas in the case 
under consideration, if we are to believe the 
statements of counsel, which are not denied, 
the carriage of these publications as second 
class mail matter entails annually an enor- 
mous loss upon the government and consti- 
tutes an odious discrimination between pub- 
lishers of books and publishers of the so- 
called periodicals. 

But in addition to these considerations it is 
well settled that it is only where the language 
of the statute is ambiguous and susceptible 
of two reasonable interpretations that weight 
is given to the doctrine of contemporaneous 
construction. (United States v. Graham, 110 
U, S. 219; United States v. Finnell, 185 U. S. 
235.) A custom of the department, however 
long continued by successive officers, must 
yield to the positive language of the statute. 
As was said in the Graham case (p. 221), “if 
there were ambiguity or doubt, then such a 
practice, begun so early and continued so long, 
would be in the highest degree persuasive, if 
not absolutely controlling, in its effects. But 
with the language clear and precise, and with 
its meaning evident, there is no room for 
construction, and consequently no need of 
anything to give it aid. The cases to this ef- 
fect are numerous. (Edwards’ Lessee v. 
Darby, 12 Wheat. 206; United States v. Tem- 
ple, 105 U. S. 97; Swift Co. v. United States, 
tos U. S. 601; Riggles v. Illinois, 108 U. S. 
526).” While it might well happen that by 
reason of the relative unimportance of the 
question, when originally raised, a too liberal 
construction might have been given to the 
word periodical, we cannot think that if this 
question had been raised for the first time 
after second-class mail matter had obtained its 
present proportions, a like construction would 
have been given. Some consideration in con- 
nection with the revocation of these certifi- 
cates may properly be accorded to the great 
expense occasioned by this interpretation, and 
the discrimination in favor of certain pub- 
lishers and against others, to which allusion 
has already been made. We regard publica- 
fions of the Riverside Literature Series as too 
clearly within the denomination of books to 





justify us in approving a classification of them 
as periodicals, notwithstanding the length of 
time such classification obtained, and we are 
therefore of opinion that the judgment of the 


Court of Appeals was correct, and it is af- 


firmed. 


HoucutTon v. Payne.—Dissenting. 


Mr. Justice Harlan, (with whom concurred 
the Chief Justice,) dissenting. 

The Chief Justice and myself are unable to 
concur in the opinion of the court. 

It was admitted at the bar that for more 


than sixteen years prior to May 5, 1902, the 


Post-Office Department had acted upon the 
identical construction of the statute for which 
the appellants contend. During that period 
many different Postmasters-General asked 
Congress to amend the statute so as to exclude 
from the mails, as second class matter, such 
publications as those issued by the appellant, 
and which, under the present ruling of the de- 
partment, are declared not to belong to that 
class of mailable matter. Again and again 
Congress refused to so amend the statute, al- 
though earnestly urged by the department to 
do so. 

Representative Cannon, now Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, in a speech in op- 
position to the proposed change of the statute, 
explained the reasons that induced Congress 
to pass the act of March 3, 1879, c. 180, R. S. 
Supp. 454. He said: “Before speaking on the 
merits of this bill, I wish to say to the gentle- 
man from Georgia that, according to my rec- 
ollection, by legislation advisedly had, prior to 
1879, while I was a member of the Committee 
on the Post Office and Post Roads, this class 
of literature was allowed to pass through the 
mails, the policy of that legislation being to 
encourage the dissemination of sound and de- 
sirable reading matter among the masses of 
the people of the country at cheap rates, both 
as to the cost of the books themselves and as 
to the postage. The question was discussed, 
unless my memery greatly misleads me, and 
the legislation was advisedly had. Under this 
legislation the best classes of literature, for 
instance, the Waverley novels, Dickens’s works 
and the new translation of the Bible, have 
been sent by publishing houses unbound, 
stitched, so that they could be sold to the 
people at ten cents a volume. As a consequence 
of this you may now find in the homes of 
our farmers and laboring men throughout the 
length and breadth of the country in this 
cheap form, issued at ten cents per volume, a 
class of literature to which, prior to the adop- 
tion of this policy, some people in very goo 
circumstances could scarcely have access.” 
(Cong. Rec., vol. 19, p. O11.) 

The result is that after the department had 
for sixteen years construed the statute to 
mean what the appellants say it plainly means, 
and after Congress had uniformly refused, 
upon full investigation, to comply with the 
requests of Postmasters-General to so amend 
the statute that it could be interpreted as the 
Government now insists it should always have 
been interpreted, the Post Office Department 
ruled, on May 5, 1902, that the appellants’ 
publications, known as the Riverside Litera- 
ture Series, could not go through the mails as 
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second class matter. This ruling was made 
notwithstanding a Post Office official, having 
power to act in the premises, had issued to 
the appellants a certificate declaring that the 
Riverside Literature Series had ,been deter- 
mined by the Third Assistant Postmaster- 
General to be a publication entitled to admis- 
sion into the mails as second class matter. 

Thus, by a mere order of the department 
that has been accomplished which different 
Postmasters-General had held could not be 
accomplished otherwise than by a change in 
the language of the statute itself, which 
change, as we have said, Congress deliberately 
refused to make after hearing all parties con- 
cerned and after extended debate in each 
House. . 

It has long been the established doctrine of 
this court that the practice of an Executive 
Department through a series of years should 
not be overthrown, unless such practice was 
obviously and clearly forbidden by the lan- 
guage of the statute under which it proceeded. 
In United States v. Finnell, 185 U. S. 236, 
244, which case related to certain fees claimed 
by a clerk of a court of the United States, this 
court said: “It thus appears that the Govern- 
ment has for many years construed the statute 
of 1887 as meaning what we have said it may 
fairly be interpreted to mean, and has settled 
and closed the accounts of clerks upon the 
basis of such construction. If the construc- 
tion thus acted upon by accounting officers 
tor sO many years should be overthrown, we 
apprehend that much confusion might arise. 

f course, if the departmental construction 
of the statute in question were obviously or 
clearly wrong, it would be the duty of the 
court to so adjudge. United States v. Gra- 
ham, 110 U. S. 219; Wisconsin C. R’d Co. v. 
United States, 164 U. S. 190. But if there 
simply be doubt as to the soundness of that 
construction—and that is the utmost that can 
be asserted by the Government—the action 
during many years of the department charged 
with the execution of the statute should be 
respected, and not overruled except for cogent 
reasons. Edwards v. Darby, 12 Wheat. 206, 
210; United States v. Philbrick, 120 U. S. 52, 
59; United States v. Johnston, 124 U. S. 236, 
253; United States v. Alabama G. S. R’d Co., 
142 U.S. 615, 621. Congress can enact such 
legislation as may be necessary to change the 
existing practice, if it deems that course con- 
ducive to the public interests.” 

In our judgment, the appellants properly 
ccnstrue the statute. We think it obviously 
means just what the department held it to 
mean for more than sixteen years. But the 
very utmost that the Government can claim 
is that the statute in question is doubtful in 
its meaning and scope. The rule in such a 
case is not to disturb the long-continued prac- 
tice of the department in its execution of a 
anit leaving to Congress to change it, when 
Be public interests require that to be done.

This is a mode of amending and making laws 
which ought not to be encouraged or ap- 
proved. 

It is suggested that the ruling of the de- 
partment was changed because of the in- 
creased expense attending the carrying, as sec- 
ond class mailable matter, of such publications 
as those of the appellants. But how could the 
fact of such expense justify a change in the 
settled construction of a statute? That was 
a matter to which the attention of Congress 
was specially and frequently called, and yet 
it refused to modify the language of the stat- 
ute. It was not the function of the Postmas- 
ter-General to sit in jundgment on the policy 
of legislation and to determine the extent to 
which Congress should authorize the expendi- 
ture of public moneys. The question of ex- 
pense was entirely for the legislative branch of 
the Government. 

Something has also been said as to the dis- 
cretion committed to the Post Office Depart- 
ment in determining what is and what is not 
second-class mailable matter. But what about 
the discretion with which previous Postmas- 
ters-General have been invested, when for 
many years they uniformly held that such 
publications as the plaintiffs’ were second 
class mailable matter? Is the discretion of 
one Postmaster-General to be deemed of more 
importance than the discretion of five of his 
predecessors in office? 

In our opinion the law is for the appellants, 
and it should have been so adjudged. 


SMITH v. PAYNE, 


Ormond G. Smith et al.., Appellants, 


wS. 
Henry C. Payne, Postmaster-General. ; 
Appeal from the Court of Appeals of 
the District of Columbia. 

This was also a bill, filed by the firm of 
Street & Smith, to enjoin the Postmaster- 
General from cancelling certain certificates of 
entry admitting the publications of complain- 
ant firm to the mail as second class mail mat- 
ter. This case took the same course as the 
preceding one. 

Mr. Justice Brown delivered the opinion of 
the Court. 

Plaintiffs are the publishers of several dif- 
ferent series of novels under the names of 
The Columbia Library, The Bertha Clay Li- 
brary, The Magnet Detective Library, The 
Medal Library, The Undine Library, The 
Eden Series, The Arrow Library, and some 
others. The books of these series are ap- 
parently of an inferior class of literature, and 
are numbered consecutively; but the only 
thing to indicate that they are issued period- 
ically is a notice upon the outside of the back 
cover in small type that they are weekly or 
semi-monthly publications. 

The considerations moving us to affirm the 
decree of the Court of Appeals in the case of 
Houghton v. Payne, just decided, apply with 
much greater persuasiveness to this case, and 
the decree dismissing the bill is, therefore, 
affirmed. 

Mr. Justice Harlan and the Chief Justice 
dissent in this case for the reasons stated in 
their dissenting opinions in Houghton v. 
Payne and Bates & Guild Co. v. Payne. 
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Bates & Gump Co. v. PavyNeE.—Afirmative. 
Bates & Guild Co., Appellants, 
vs. 


Henry C. Payne, Postmaster-General. 
On appeal from the Court of Appeals 
of the District of Columbia. 


This was a bill to compel the recognition 
by the Postmaster-General of the right of the 
plaintiff corporation to have a periodical pub- 
lication, known as Masters in Music, received 
and transmitted through the mails as matter 
of the second class, and to enjoin defendant 
from enforcing an order, theretofore made by 
him, denying it entry as such. This case took 
the same course as the preceding ones. (31 
Wash. L. Rep. 395.) 

Mr. Justice Brown delivered the opinion of 
the Court. : 

The first number of Masters in Music was 
issued in January, 1903, and an application 
was immediately made to the Postmaster- 
General for its admission to the mails as sec- 
ond class mail matter. The application was 
denied, and plaintiff immediately, and before 
the issue of another number, filed this bill. 
The publication purports to be a “monthly 
magazine,” salable at twenty cents per num- 
ber, and to subscribers at two dollars a year. 
The first number is devoted to the works of 
Mozart, and contains a portrait, a biography 
of four pages, an essay of ten pages upon his 
art, and thirty-two pages of his music. The 
preliminary page contained a notice to the 
effect that “Masters in Music will be unlike 
any other musical magazine. Each monthly 
issue, complete in itself, will be devoted to 
one of the world’s great musicians, giving 
thirty-two pages of engraved piano music, 
which will comprise those compositions or 
movements that represent the composer at his 
best, with editorial notes suggesting the proper 
interpretation, a beautiful frontispiece por- 
trait, a life, and estimates of his genius and 
place in art, chosen from the writings of the 
most eminent musical critics. The text will 
thus constitute an interesting and authorita- 
tive monthly lesson in musical history; its se- 
lections of music will form a library of the 
world’s musical masterpieces, and all at slight 
cost.... The announcement of the con- 
tents of the February issue, which will treat 
of Chopin, will be found on another page.” 

The Postmaster-General placed his refusal 
to allow this magazine to be transmitted as 
second class mail matter upon the ground that 
each number was complete in itself; had no 
connection with other numbers save in the 
circumstance that they all treated of masters 
im music, and that these issues were in fact 
sheet music disguised as a periodical, and 
should be classified as third class mail matter. 

Conceding the principle established in the 
two cases just decided to be that the fact that 
books published at stated intervals and in con- 
secutive numbers do not thereby” become pe- 
riodicals, even though in other respects they 
conform to the requirements of section 14, 
cases may still arise where the classification 
of a certain publication may be one of doubt. 
Such is this case. But we think that, although 
the question is largely one of law, determined 
by a comparison of the exhibit with the stat- 
ute, there is some discretion left in the Post- 
master-General with respect to the classifica- 
tion of such publications as mail matter, and 


that the exercise of such discretion ought not 
to be interfered with unless the court be clear- 
ly of opinion that it was wrong. The Post- 
master-General is charged with the duty of 
examining these publications and of determin- 
ing to which class of mail matter they proper- 
ly belong; and we think his decision should 
not be made the subject of judicial investiga- 
tion in every case where one of the parties 
thereto is dissatisfied. The consequence of a 
different rule would be that the court might 
be flooded by appeals of this kind to review 
the decision of the Postmaster-General in 
every individual instance. In the case of Mag- 
netic Healing Co. v. McAnnulty (187 U. S. 
94, 104), the Post Office authorities were held 
te have acted beyond their authority in reject- 
ing all correspondence with the plaintiff upon 
the subject of the treatment of diseases by 
mental action; but while it was said in that 
case that the question involved was a legal 
one, it was intimated that something must be 
left to the discretion of the Postmaster- 
General. eas 

It has long been the settled practice of this 
court in land cases to treat the findings of the 
Land Department upon questions of fact as 
conclusive, although such proceedings involve, 
to a certain extent, the exercise of judicial 
power. As was said in Burfenning v. Chi- 
cago, St. Paul, etc, R. R. (163 U. S. 321, 
323): “Whether, for instance, a certain tract 
is swamp land or not, saline land or not, min- 
eral land or not, presents a question of fact 
not resting on record, dependent on oral tes- 
timony ; and it cannot be doubted that the de- 
cision of the Land Department, one way or the 
other, in reference to these questions 1s con- 
clusive and not open to relitigation in the 
ccurts, except in those cases of fraud, etc., 
which permit any determination to be re- 
examined.” (Citing cases.) See also John- 
son v. Drew (171 U. S. 93) ; Gardner v. Bone- 
stell (180 U. S. 362). ; 

But there is another class of cases in which 
the rule is somewhat differently, and perhaps 
more broa/lly, stated, and that is, that where 
Congress has committed to the head of a de 
partment certain duties requiring the exercise 
of judgment and discretion, his action there- 
on, whether it involve questions of law or 
fact, will not be reviewed by the courts, unless 
he has exceeded his authority or this court 
should be of opinion that his action was clear- 
ly wrong. In the early case of Decatur V. 
Paulding (14 Pet. 497), it was said that the 
official duties of the head of an executive de- 
partment, whether imposed by act of Congress 
or resolution, are not mere ministerial duties; 
and, as was said by this court in the recent 
case of Riverside Oil Co. v. Hitchcock (190 
U. S. 324): “Whether he decided right or 
wrong was not the question. Having juris 
diction to decide at all, he had necessarily )ur- 
isdiction, and it was his duty to decide as he 
thought the law was, and the courts have no 
power whatever, under these circumstances, t0 
review his determination by mandamus or in- 
junction.” 

In Marquez v. Frisbie (101 U. S. 473): 
which was a bill in equity to review the de- 
cision of the Land Department in a pre- 
emption case, Mr. Justice Miller remarked 
(p. 476) : “This means, and it is a sound prin- 
ciple, that where there is a mixed question of

arate it as to show clearly where the mistake 
of law is, the decision of the tribunal to which 
the law had confided the matter is conclu- 
sive.” In Gaines v. Thompson (7 Wall. 347), 
it was held that the court would no more in- 
terfere by injunction than by mandamus to 
control the action of the head of a depart- 
ment; and in United States ex rel. Dunlap v. 
Black (128 U. S. 40), it was said that the 
courts will not interfere by mandamus with 
the executive officers of the Government in 
the exercise of their ordinary official duties, 
even where those duties require an interpreta- 
tion of the law, no appellate power being 
iven them for that purpose. See also Red- 
Feld vy. Windom (137 U. S. 636). 

The rule upon this subject may be sum- 
marized as follows: That where the decision 
of questions of fact is committed by Congress 
to the judgment and discretion of the head of 
a department, his decision thereon is conclu- 
sive; and that even upon mixed questions of 
law and fact, or of law alone, his action will 
carry with it a strong presumption of its cor- 
rectness, and the courts will not ordinarily re- 
view it, although thev may have the power, 
and will occasionally exercise the right of so 
doing. 

Upon this principle, and because we thought 
the question involved one of law rather than 
of fact, and one of great general importance, 
we have reviewed the action of the Postmas- 
ter-General in holding serial novels to be 
books rather than periodicals; but it is not in- 
tended to intimate that in every case hereafter 
arising the question whether a certain publi- 
cation shall be considered a book or a period- 
ical shall be reviewed by this court. In such 
case the decision of the Post Office Depart- 
ment, rendered in the exercise of a reasonable 
discretion, will be treated as conclusive. 

In the case of Masters in Music the question 
really is whether a pamphlet, complete in 
itself, treating of the works of a single mas- 
ter, with a greater part of the pamphlet de- 
voted to specimens of his genius, shall be con- 
trolled by the cover, which declared that these 
numbers will be issued monthly at a certain 
subscription price per year. Although a com- 
Parison of the exhibit with the statute may 
raise Only a question of law, the action of the 
Postmaster-General may have been, to a cer- 
tain extent, guided by extraneous information 
obtained by him, so that the question involved 
would not be found merely a question of law, 

ut a mixed question of law and fact. While, 
as already observed, the question is one of 
doubt, we think the decision of the Postmas- 
ter-General, who is vested by Congress with 
the power to exercise his judgment and dis- 
cretion in the matter, should be accepted as 
final. The decree of the Court of Appeals is 
therefore affirmed. 


Bates & Gump Co. v. Payne.—Dissenting. 


Mr. Justice Harlan (with whom concurred 
the Chief Justice) Giosanier: 

The Chief Justice and myself are of opinion 
that the publication here in question is second 
class mailable. matter, and cannot concur in 
Me opinion and judgment of the court.

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law and fact, and the court cannot so sep- 


But there are some things in the opinion of 
the court in this case to which we shall ad- 
vert. It is said that the case is one of doubt. 
Now, it was admitted at the bar by the Gov- 
ernment that the publication known as Mas- 
ters in Music would be carried in the mails as 
second class matter if the question be de- 
cided in accordance with the construction 
placed upon the statute by the department for 
more than sixteen years continuously prior to 
the present ruling of the department. We 
had supposed it to be firmly settled that the 
established practice of an Executive Depart- 
ment charged with the execution of a statute 
will be respected and followed—especially: if 
it has been long continued—unless such prac- 
tice rests upon a construction of the statute 
which is clearly and obviously wrong. In 
United States v. Philbrick, 120 U. S. 59, 
which involved the construction placed by an 


Executive Department upon an act of Con- 


gress, this court said: “Since it is not clear 
that that construction was erroneous, it ought 
not now to be overturned.” So in United 
States v. Healey, 160 U. S. 145, the court said 
that it would accept the uniform interpreta- 
tion by the Interior Department of an act re- 
lating to the public lands, “as the true one, if 
upon examining the statute we found its 
meaning to be at all doubtful or obscure.” 
The authorities to that effect are numerous. 
Edwards v. Darby, 12 Wheat. 206; Hahn v. 
United States, 107 U. S. 402; United States 
vy. Graham, 110 U. S. 219; Brown v. United 
States, 113 U. S. 371; United States v. Phil- 
brick, 120 U. S. 59; United States v. Johnson, 
124 U. S. 236; United States v. Hill, 120 U. S. 
183; Finnell v. United States, 185 U. S. 236; 
United States v. Ala G. S. R. R. Co., 142 U. 
S. 244; Hewitt v. Schultz, 180 U. S. 139, 157. 
Some of them are cited in the opinion of the 
court in Houghton v. Payne. The rule of 
construction which this court has recognized 
for more than three-quarters of a century is 
now overthrown. For it is adjudged that the 
practice of the Post Office Department, cover- 
ing a period of sixteen years and more, need 
not be regarded in this case, although the 
construction of the statute in question is ad- 
mitted to be doubtful. We cannot give our 
assent to this view. 


“ACTA PAULI” PUBLISHED. 


AccorDING to a special cable despatch to 
the New York Sun, there has just been pub- 
lished in Heidelberg the “Acta Pauli,” a nar- 
rative of the apostle’s travellings which have 
not heretofore been known in their entirety. 
The compiler is Dr. Karl Schmidt, who has 
been for seven years piecing together the two 


thousand small fragments of papyrus and_ 


translating the contents from the Coptic. 

It is said that the work solves many of the 
problems connected with early Christian lit- 
erature; and it proves that several books of 
that era which we possess are only parts of 
one great work, the acts of Paul, consisting, 
first, of the so-called Thecla acts; secondly, 
the Apocryphal epistles to the Corinthians, 
and, thirdly, the martyrdom of St, Paul. Dr. 
Schmidt says that the Coptic manuscript of 
the date of 180 a.p. was written by an elder 
of the Christian church “to honor St, Paul 
and combat the agnostic heresies”

“MRS. WIGGS” IN COURT. 


Mrs. Mary Bass, the original “Mrs. Wiggs 
of the Cabbage Patch,” appeared in a Louis- 
ville (Ky.) police court April 26 on the 
charge of throwing a water pitcher at the 
head of Mrs. Emily Smith of Hazlewood, a 
suburb of Louisville. The trouble occurred 
in the rear of Mrs. Bass’s house, whither 
Mrs. Smith went after repeated knocks at the 
front door failed to get a response. 


Mrs. Bass contended that her life had been’ 


made mistrable by the visits of people from 
all sections and climes, who were prompted 
by no other motive than idle curiosity, based 
upon her appearance in fiction.

MORGAN HAS MILTON MS. 


THE announcenient lately came from Lon- 
don that the scrivener’s manuscript of the 
first book of Milton’s “Paradise Lost,” which 
had been withdrawn from sale by auction, had 
been privately disposed of to an “American 
collector.” The collector in question was 
George H. Richmond, the New York book- 
seller, and it is stated that the price paid was 
the auctioneer’s reserve price of $25,000. The 
manuscript has since passed into the posses- 
sion of Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan. 

This manuscript was printers’ “copy” and 
is authentic. The value of the manuscript 
has been disputed by some experts, but the 
general opinion is that, as it is known to be 
genuine, it is worth the price for which it 
was offered. 


$1525 FOR WARRANT TO ARREST 
BUNYAN. 


THE warrant upon which John Bunyan was 
arrested 230 years ago, and imprisoned in 
Bedford jail, where he wrote “The Pilgrim’s 
Progress,” was sold by auction at Sotheby’s, 
in London, April 23, for $1525. 

The warrant is signed by thirteen justices 
of the peace, six baronets and seven esquires. 
It sets forth that “one John Bunnyon of yor 
said towne Tynker hath divers times within 
one Month past in contempt of his Majties 
good Lawes preached or teached at a Con- 
venticle Meeteing or assembly under color or 
p’tence of exercise of Religion in other man- 
ner than according to the Liturgie or prac- 
tice of the Church of England.” 








THE PAYNE AUTOGRAPH SALE. 


Tue prices brought by the John Howard 
Payne autographs on the 26th inst. were some- 
what disappointing to the auctioneers. The 
total sum was about $1800 

For the correspondence between Payne and 
Mrs. Shelley $860 was paid by George H. 
Richmond, the New York dealer. The miscel- 
laneous collection of autographs contained 
only a few items which fetched notable prices. 
One of these was the letter of Thackeray 
written after his return to England from 
America, in which he was profuse of compli- 
ments to this nation. This was bought by 
Jeseph Sabin, of New York, for $145. 

John Trumbull’s battle picture, “The Sortie 
of the Garrison of Gibraltar,” was sold for 
$100, and Rembrandt Peale’s portrait of 
Washington, heroic size, was withdrawn at 
$375 bid.

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PATRICK FARRELLY. 


Ir is with deep ve that we note the 
death, on April 23, of Mr. Patrick Farrelly, 
the general manager of the American News 
Company, of acute pneumonia, at his home, 
No. 47 West Sixty-eighth Street, New York. 
Mr. Farrelly, up to within a week ago last 
Tuesday, was unusually active, and took the 
deepest interest in the latest developments in 
postal legislation, having frequent consulta- 
tions with those most deeply concerned in the 
recent decision of the Supreme Court exclud- 
ing “libraries” from second-class mail privi- 
leges. 


Mr. Farrelly was born in Cavan, Ireland, 
March 1, 1840, and with his parents came to 
this country in 1849. After a short stay in 
New York City, he went to Penn Yan, N. Y., 
where he went to school until April, 1854, 
when he started as newsboy on the Canan- 
daigua and Elmira Railroad, in the employ 
ot L. D. Campbell, a newsdealer at Elmira. 
After four months’ service on that road, he 
was promoted to the position of news-agent 
on. the Central Railroad of New Jersey, on 
which he continued actively until 1857. He 
then started in New York City, on his own 
account, as a wholesale newsdealer, at No. 29 
Ann Street. The same year he bought out 
the interest of Mr. Caldwell, of the firm of 
Caldwell & Long, newsdealers at No. 23 Ann 
Street, but shortly after he sold out the same 
to Hendrickson & Blake, (thenceforth known 
as Hendrickson, Blake & Long,) and entered 
their employ. On January 1, 1860, Mr. Far- 
relly entered into partnership with Hamilton 


& Johnson, who had established themselves. 


in the news business in 1854, at No. 30 Ann 
Street, and who at the time Mr. Farrelly be- 
came a member of the firm were occupying 
the premises at No. 22 Ann Street. They 
shortly bought out the business of L. N. 
Shear & Co. and of James Jones, newsdealers, 
and carried on a fine business until the fall of 
1863, when they united their interests with 
those of Henry Dexter, at No. 113 Nassau 
Street, the firm name becoming H. Dexter, 
Hamilton & Co. Henry Dexter had succeeded 
the firm of Dexter & Brother upon the retire- 
ment of his brother, George Dexter, who 
fcunded the business, in 1843, as the Franklin 
Depot of Cheap Publications, then located on 
Broadway, just north of the New York Hos- 
pital. The new firm had hardly been organ- 
ized when a project was set on foot to effect 
@ union with Tousey & Co., the rival news 
concern in New York, the successors to the 
business of Ross & Jones, who started as 
news agents in 1854 at 103 Nassau Street, 
" Sinclair Tousey becoming a member of 
the firm in that year. The proposition of H. 
exter, Hamilton & Co. was favorably re- 
ceived by Tousey & Co., and the negotiations 
Jetween the two concerns proceeded so rap- 
idly and amicably that in less than two months 
€ plan of union was completed, and on 
ebruary I, 1864, commenced the existence of 
¢ American News Company. 
a new organization taking the premises 
a Nos. 119 and 121 Nassau Street, (the lat- 
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ter number had formerly been Mr. Tousey’s 
location,) commenced its career with all the 
advantages which accrued from a large cap- 
ital, increased facilities of business, and the 
high personal reputation and wide experience 
of the gentlemen who composed it. Pioneers 
in the American news agency enterprise, they 
had each fought their way up from the very 
beginning to the topmost round of the busi- 
ness, which by their individual exertions they 


had done so much to systematize, develop 


and dignify. It was a rare union of the va- 
rious qualities of mind and experience neces- 
sary to the formation of a representative news 
agency, as has been amply proved by the har- 
monious working and wonderful success of 
their operations. 

The original officers of the American News 
Company were: President, Sinclair Tousey; 
vice-president, Henry Dexter; treasurer, S. 
W. Johnson; superintendents, J. Hamilton 
and Patrick Farrelly. George Dexter came 
into the organization a few months afterward, 
and John E. Tousey, son of the president, be- 
came the secretary of the company, having 
also charge of the publishing department and 
the regulation of customers’ credits. 

In the organizing and developing of this 
enormous business, which, in March, 1877, 
was removed to its present location at Nos. 
39-41 Chambers Street, Mr. Farrelly, ever ag- 
gressive and never resting, was a most impor- 
tant factor. Combining in his person the quali- 
fications of a great commander and merchant, 
successful in handling men and affairs, adept 
in systematizing, farseeing, shrewd and diplo- 
matic, yet bristling at all points with fighting 
ae the business of the American News 

ompany, inasmuch as it is essentially one of 
details, was greatly indebted to Mr. Farrelly, 
whose care and watchfulness, tact, experience 
and energy, together with a comprehensive 
and farseeing spirit of enterprise have helped 
tv make the American News Company what 
it is, and to extend its ramifications into every 
town of the Union as well as to connect it 
with important points abroad. 

Personally Mr. Farrelly was a singularly 
reticent man, and shrank from public notice, 
though no man was better known to the pub- 
lishers of the country and more easily ap- 
proached. He was intimately acquainted with 
most matters relating to publishing, transpor- 
tation and commercial usage and laws. He 
was one of the most expert authorities on 
postal laws and was frequently called upon for 
advice and information by newspaper man- 
agers and members of Congress. He was a 
member of the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Board of Trade and Transportation, president 
of the New Jersey Hospital for the Insane at 
Morris Plains, N. J., a member of the New 
York Prison Association, of the Stationers’ 
Board of Trade, a charter member of the 
American Publishers’ Association, member of 
the Lotos and Catholic Clubs, and had been 
active in Roman Catholic and other charities. 
He leaves a widow, two sons, T. Charles 
Farrelly, Assistant Secretary of the American 
News Company, and S. Valentine Farrelly, 
and three daughters. Besides his brother 
Stephen, the present manager of the Ameri- 
can News Company in New York, there is 
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another brother, Owen Farrelly, in Chicago. 
The death of Mr. Farrelly removes all but 
three of the men that formed the News Com- 
pany. Henry Dexter, past ninety, still sur- 
vives, so do S. W. Johnson and John E. 
Tousey. 


The funeral of Mr. Farrelly took place on 
the 26th inst., at 10:30 A.M., at the Church of 
St. Paul the Apostle, Ninth Avenue and 
Fifty-ninth Street, New York. Bishop Keily 
of Savannah, Ga., celebrated the requiem 
mass. Archbishop Farley gave the blessing 
at the close of a short sermon by the Rev. 
Dr. Henry A. Brann. The Right Rev. Mon- 
signor Edwards, Father Hearn and Father 
Campbell, of the Jesuits, assisted at the altars. 

The pallbearers were S. W. Johnson, 
Charles K. Willmer, Samuel S. Blood, Col- 
onel John McAnerney, Justice Morgan J. 
O’Brien, Professor Charles G. Herbermann, 
Judge Joseph F. Daly, Dr. B. D. Evans, C. J. 
Healy, J. E Merrill and John W. Rhoades. 
Among those present, including an escort 
committee of fifteen from the Board of Trade 
and Transportation, were representatives of 
the American Publishers’ Association, the 
Stationers’ Board of Trade and other trade 
bodies, also a large number of men prominent 
in public and social life. 

The burial was in the family plot at Mor- 
ristown, N. J. The body was taken there on 
a special train, and was met at the station by 
several hundred residents, including a large 
number of pallbearers chosen from Mr. Far- 
relly’s personal friends at Morristown, where 


for a quarter of a century he had made his 
home. 


A special meeting of the American Pub- 
lishers’ Association, of which Mr. Farrelly 
was a charter member, was held on April 25, 
President Frank H. Scott in the chair. The 
order of business being to take action on the 
death of Mr. Farrelly, a number of the mem- 
bers present spoke in high terms of their late 
associate and paid appropriate tributes to his 
services on behalf of the Association and the 
book and periodical trade. The following 
resolutions were then presented and adopted: 


Resolved, That in the death of Mr. Patrick Far- 

relly, General Manager of the American News Co., 
the book and periodical trade of America and the 
entire business community have suffered a severe 
loss. Possessed of keen business sagacity and untir- 
ing energy, Mr. Farrelly was largely responsible for 
the creation and perfecting of the machinery by 
means of which the principal periodicals are now 
distributed throughout the United States, and his 
strict integrity and high sense of honor uniforml 
won the respect and esteem of the publishers with 
whom, for more than a third of a century, he thus 
came in close personal contact. 
_ Resolved, That the members of the American Pub- 
lishers’ Association record this expression of. their 
sorrow at the less of a valued member whose high 
position and large experience enabled him to fiudor 
important and constant assistance, and whose cour- 
tesy and consideration were unfailing. 

We deeply regret his loss and Seaioe to his fami- 
ly and business associates our hearty sympathy,

OBITUARY NOTES. 


Tue ComTe Emme ve Kératy, a French 
author and politician of distinction in his day, 
died April 7. He was born in Paris on March 
20, 1832. He was in active service with the 
army in the Crimea and Mexico, but retired 
in 1865 to devote himself to journalism and 
literature. He edited at different times the 
Revue Contemporaine, Revue Moderne, and 
the Electeur du Finistére. He published sev- 
eral works that enjoyed considerable popu- 
larity, among them “La Contre-guérilla au 
Mexique,” “La Créance Jecker,” “Le Camp de 
Conlie,” and “L’Elévation et la Chute de 
Maximilien,” of which an English translation 
was published in 1868. The Count was one 
of the most active workers in the copyright 
cause, and aided considerably in bringing 
about the final international agreements be- 
tween the United States and France.

of a Musician,” edited by Dolores Marbourg 
Bacon, which shifts from an Hungarian vil- 
lage to Vienna, Berlin, London and New 
York. 

Tue GraFToN Press, New York, have just 
brought out a story of the Tennessee Valley, 
entitled “Forestfield,” by Robert T. Bentley, 
which deals with the two great periods in the 
South just before and during the war.
